The Darussalianat 5 ag on of the 30th September says 
that the English press abuses the administration of 
I the Sultan in season and out of season. A corré- 
spondent of the Standard newspaper remarks that it is true that England cantét 
invade Turkey in Kurope, because if she does, the other Powers may oppose 
her. But if the Sultan intends exciting his co-religionists in Asia to make 
war with England, the situation will compel her to invade the Sultan’s 
Asiatic possessions, and to wrest Mecca and Medina from him. The Sherifs of 
Mecca and Medina and the Bedouins condemn the Sultan’s rule more than 
the Armenians and the Cretans do, but, unfortunately, the cry of the people of 
Hedjaz and Yemen does not excite European sympathy as the cry of the 
Armenians did. Perhaps the Standard’s correspondent wants to wrest the title of 
Caliph from the Sultan by conquering Mecca and Medina. The Sultan’s leni- 
ency towards non-Musalmans has been acknowledged by the European press. 
And who shall believe that such a sovereign cruelly treats the people of Hedjaz 
and Yemen who are ,his co-religionists? The people of Arabia have never 
made submission to an alien monarch. It seems impossible that the Arabs, 
accepting the advice of the Standard’s correspondent will rise against the Sultan. 
2. Al Punch of the 1st October does not support the statement made by 
Sir Syed Ahmed to the effect that the Sultan of 
Turkey is not the Caliph of the Musalmans, and 
mae says that is for the Mullahs and Doctors of the 
Muhammadan religion, and not for Sir Syed to decide whether the Sultan 
is or is not the lawful Caliph of the Musalmans.
